The chief difficulty in the present 
law deals with the transfer of prop- 
erty before death, by which taxation 
is avoided. Some interesting cases 
were discovered. The law now pro- 
vides that such transfers are taxable 
when made “in contemplation of 
death,” and also provides that trans- 
fers made within two years before 
death shall be “‘deemed to have been 
made in contemplation of death,” un- 
less otherwise shown. 

One characteristic case is that of 
a man who transferred $2,800,000 of 
property on which the tax would have 
been $358,000. Senator Couzens thus 
describes the case: 

“Mr. A was 72 vears of age when 
he died. le had been sick for sev- 
eral years. H- was suffering from 
spinal trouble, he talked with diffi- 
culty, eaw with difficulty ard limped. 
Ile had. had a nurse in conctant at-

MYSTERY CLOUDS 
DAYTON SHOOTING 


Autopsy and Probe Upset 
Theory That Young 
Woman Shot Consul and 
Committed Suicide. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, December 7. 
The shooting of Henry Dayton, Amer- 
ican vice consul at Belgrade, and the 
killing of a young woman, Anna 
Qusoupaitas, in his home, still are a 
mystery. The police have eompleted 
their inquify and sent their report to 
the judge, who has opened an investi- 


| gation, 


An autosy and a eareful examina- 
tion of the scene of the tragedy, ae- 
cording to the police, appear to have 
established the following facts: 

First: Anna QOusoupsitais was 
struck by a bullet above the temple; 
the bullet came out at the nape ot 
the neck, ricocheting off a wall. The 
shot apparently was fired at a_ cer- 
tain distance, as the girl's hair was 
not singed. 

Second: Blood stains found on the 
door handles and soap in the bath- 
room came from 
ton. 

Third: The presence of hairs in 
the barrel of the revolver that the 
dead woman held in her hand shows 
that the weapon was handled after 
the last shot was fired from it. 
Blood vessels in Anna's forearms 
were cut, but not severed, and no 
blood had spurted on her hands or 
sleeves. 

The police further affirm that 
the position of the wounds in the 
occipital region of Dayton’s head con- 
firm that he was shot from behind, 
the position of the woman's body and 
other ‘indications. make the theory 
that she commited suicide highly 
improbable. 

The condition of

President Coolidge withheld his ad- 
vice to senate leaders on the measure 
until he received a report from the 
military experts in the war depart- 
ments, which was submitted to the 
president yesterday.

After twisting our emotions almost 
to the breaking point with the sobbing 
tones of Rubinstein’s “Melody in F.” 
Enrico Leide. conducting the Atlanta 
Symphony orchestra, Sunday afternoon 
drew an audience, which packed Loew’s 
Grand theater to capacity, to its feer 
in enthusiasm with the thrilling beat 
of Sir Edward Elgar’s inimitable 
“Pomp and Circumstance” march. 

Never was a more effective contrast 
arranged on an orchestral program 
than these two nted. Featuring 
the ’cello and winds, with the 
strings as a iment and the 
brasses almost y eliminated, the 
arrangement of the immortal Ruben- 
stein’s favorite by Vincent d’Indy isa 
one of the most effective of all. In 
Bernard Siegart, Atlanta possesses a 
truly wonderful ’cellist, and his work 
in this number Sunday stamped still 
yoere strongly in Atlanta’s musical 
gengciousness the deep impression he 
made two weeks ago as soloist. 

Then the Elgar march. It is fa 
miliar—one of the most popular mar- 
tial compositions ever written. Its 
steady beat of marching men, tread- 
ing along in all the pomp and panoply 
of victory, thrills the heart as few 
musical compositions can, and it was 
with chins held high and a feeling of 
exultation that the three thousand 
people who heard it left the theater.

“While the churches of America 
are demanding as never before the 
absolute abolition of war as a method 
for settling international! disputes, 
certain elements in the United States 
are declaring with blatant effrontery 
ultra-Prussian doctrines of the right 
of military might and the absolute 
certainty that America’s only secur- 
ity lies in huge military preparedness 
involving unlimited expenditures of 
money and of all the manpower and 
all the industrial power of the nation. 

“At the same time the continued 
application of modern science—with 
its technical skill and amazing mast- 
ery of nature’s titanic forces—to mill- 
tary, naval and aerial preparations 
for war, brings home with renewed 
the conviction that another 
great world conflict would be trag- 
ically disastrous beyond conception. 

Forces Come to Grip. 

“The times are in rapid flux. 
Forces for evil and for good are ap- 
parently coming to grips 
before in world history. 
between sanity and _ self-control on 
the part of the so-called Christian 
nations of the world, and suicide.

“Will they? This is the crucial 
question. 

“The abolition of war, with the 
establishment of adequate and effec- 
tive institutions of permanent peace 
through general justice and the co- 
operation o€g all for the common good 
of all_is a stupendous task. It can- 
not be accomplished at all unless 
America and all the nations cooperate 
heartily and continuously. These 
conditions define the scope of the 
work of this commission. To this 
end the churches of America need to 
develop their respective commissions 
on international justice and _  good- 
will and to enter into large-visioned 
plans, adequately financed, for effec- 
tive campaigns of education. through- 
out their respective constituencies. 

Urgent Concrete Tasks. 

“The concrete tasks before us are 
many, .urgent and difficult. Among 
them are: American membership in 
the permanent court of international 
justice; congressional action demand- 
ing the complete outlawry of war; 
effective cooperation by the United 
States government in universal and 
drastic reduction of all armaments 
and preparation for war; mutual 
agreement by the United States with 
all the nations to abjure resort to 
force and to_ utilize instead only the 
methods of peace in the _ settlement 
of every threatening’ international 
dispute; and not least the discovery 
and prompt adoption of the necessary 
steps for the reestablishment of right 
relations with Japan and all Asiatics.

“I know you have pondered the 
strencth and loveliness of the Gospel’s 
program of’ life; how exquisitely it 
harmonizes with the ideal of.

Some are so far ahead in their pro- 
test as to be nearly out of sight of 
a practical eye.

Supreme Opportunity.

churches as a federal social force. 
Can they so present in themselves, 
and impress upon the political state, 
the incontrovertible advantage of 
reason over physical supremacy, and 
of righteousness over armed might, 
as to subdue the prejudices and hates 
of mankind, and the militaristic dog- 
mas derived from them? I anticipate 
no declaration which your united 
wisdom shall make.

ONLY CHRISTIAN TEACHING 
CAN STILL WORLD TEMPESTS. 

“The tempests which are sweeping 
through the modern world can only 
be stilled through Christian teaching,” 
declared Robert E. Speer, retiring 


president of the Fedéral Council of 
Churches, Sunday afternoon, in a 
forceful sermon at the city auditorium 
before a large gathering. 

Mr, Speer declared the tempests 
which Christ stilled on the Sea of 
Galilee are compared with

"ithe tempests which are sweeping ov- 


er the modern day world and raging 
in men’s souls and lives. He first 
dwelt on the tempest ut our indus- 
trial and economic life.- “None who 
consider injustices of the world and 
the extent to which acquisitive mo- 
tives of life go, can think that we yet 
have a society that can really be 


called Christian,” said Mr. Speer. 

‘There is no real solution for dis-| 
cord and strife in economic and in-| 
dustrial life except in taking Christ! 
seriously and bringing the ideal of | 
justice and service into a more con-| 
trolling position in society. 

“In the modern world there is the 
great tempest in relations between 
races. The white race has monoro- 
lized more than th-2e-fourths of hab- 
ital'e area of the world and has ex- 
tended its sway over the areas 1p 
which the black and yellow races 
live, at the same time denying these 
races real justice in the land of white 
races, It is not surprising that there 
is a great seethinzs unrest as a re- 
sult. And there is no solution for 
racial misunderstanding and suspicion 
short of the white race acting upon 
the Christian princip!> of equal right 
and justice for all without discrimi- 
nation because of color. 

International Tempest. 

“Then there is the tempest in the 
international life of the world, in 
spite of the fact that we have just 
emerged from the most ruinous war 
the world ever knew. We cannot cay 
with confidence that we have taken 
steps to prevent the recurrence of 
war in the future. Storms among 
the nations will be allayed and peace 
will come only as nations accept the 
Christian view that they are. all 
bound up together as one body of hu- 
manity and ~‘ve expression to their 
unity in genuine cooperation. 

“So long ag onr modern civiliza- 
tion has so manv phases of its life that 
are not yet Christian, Christianity 
will be a disturbing force in the life 
of the world. It will itself stir uy» 
tempests to which men would like to 
close their eyes, but which they are 
required to face. So long as child 
labor, for example, continues to be 
a great blight on our national lie, 
Christianity will not let us rest in 
peace. Christianity cannot silently 
acquiesce in exploitation of children 
for profit. 

The speaker paid a very high com- 
pliment to the late John J. Eagan. 
“Wein this council.” said Mr. Speer, 
“who knew John J. Eagan, of At- 
lanta, whose recent death was such a 
loss to the Christian life ot the. coun- 
trv, saw in him an embodiment of 
what influence Christ can have upon 
our industrial and our inter-racial life. 
His vision of the possibility of bring- 
ing about real brotherhood between 
the classes in industry and racial 
eroups in our country, has stirred 
men in the churches all over the Jand 
to new faith in the Christian gospel, 
and to greater activity in bringing it 
to bear with power upon the daily life 
of the world.” 

Near East Relief. 

This afternoon's session of the fed- 
eral eouncil of churches will be de- 
voted to a discussion of the Near East 
situation, with Dr. James A. Vance, 
Nushville, leading in the difiscussion. 
Relation of the federal council to the 
Near East relief movement and the 
care of orphans in various institutions 
in the Bible land will be taken up. 

Dr. Vance recently returned from 
the Near East where he went on his 
own initiative to make a survey of 
work done there by the Near East 
relief. He already has tcld of the 
work as he saw it in several addresses 
delivered in various parts of the 
country, and is expected to make a 
similar report at the meeting today. 

Following the afternoon conference, 
which will begin at 2:50 o'clock, the 
Near East rellef will meet in a ¢on- 
ference at ( o'clock, with C. V. Vick- 
ery, New York, general secretary of 
the Near East relief and president of 
the Internitional Near East associa- 
tion, presiding.

Jabor amendment here say that the 
object of the amendment is to put 
a stop to a most degrading and mis- 
erable condition of child labor in the 
southern states. Will you please in- 
form as to the conditions in Georgia? 
I shall greatly appreciate any infor- 
mation you may give me.” 

There seems to be a studied effort 
on the part of organized proponents 
f the proposed child labor amend- 
ment to secure its ratification in the 
north. and west through misrepre- 
sentations of child labor conditions 
in the south, singling out Georgia 

most instances. The obvious pur- 
pose is to arouse old sectional preju- 
dices; and in that respect, without 
reference to the libels against the 
south that are so wantonly circu- 
lated, the whole scheme is repre- 
“fifnsible, and is reacting—just as in 
the case of this distinguished woman 
lawyer of Kansas, who is evidently 
not sympathetic with the bill, or the 
method of promoting state ratifica- 
tions. 

The child labor laws of the south- 
ern states differ, and no state has an 
unassailable law, but on the whole 
every state provides safeguards 
around child labor, and protects it 
from the very abuses that many of 
the advocates of the amendment 
charge the south, either maliciously 
or thoughtlessly, with administering. 
‘In Georgia children under 14 1-2 
years of age are not permitted to 
work unless the lone support of an 
invalided parent, and then under 
health and overwork restrictions. 
They are held to the eight-hour day, 
prohibited from working overtime, 
with compulsory educational fea- 
tures, etc. 

There are comparatively few chil- 
dren under 16 years of age, black 
or white, working in cotton mills or 
other industries in Georgia—fewer 
than in some of the states that have 
advocated the federal amendment. 
While there is a lack of uniform- 
ity in the state laws, and opportuni- 
ties for strengthening them, which 
matters ought to be harmonized, 
the fact remains that no informed 
person can say the laws as written 
and administered in Georgia are not 
humane, and in conformity with the 
full spirit of the federal amend- 
meni, except with that major pro- 
posal which seeks to federalize the’ 
activities of young men and young 
women of 18 years of age. 

There is strong opposition to that 
feature of the amendment, for 
it seeks to destroy the manhood, 
the womanhood and the independ- 
ence of the young people of the 
nation—and to extend federal au- 
thority more drastically than ever 
sought before in any amendment or 
Statute. There are less than 100 
children 14 1-2 vears of age all told 
employed in Georgia cotton mills. 

Massachusetts, the heart of New 
England Puritanism, refused to rati- 
fy the amendment four to one. It 
Strikes at states’ rights, at democratic 
_ government, at personal liberty, and 
the amendment ought to be, and 
very probably will be, killed. There 
is a bill in the senate now providing 

that the proposed amendment be 
withdrawn from further efforts at 
ratification. 


LAME:DUCK FARCE. 


‘In the New York democratic 
platform under the head of election 
réforms the party went on recora 
ay opposing lame duck congresses.

Session of congress as an illustration 
of the absolute absurdity of the ex- 
isting system. In the present sen- 
ate there are 51 republicans, 10 of 
whom are either openly rebellious 
—or inclined to be—and four of 
whom have been ruled out of the 
party councils. There are 42 demo- 
crats and two farmer-laborites, or 
something of the sort. It is very 
obvious that the group of jnsur- 
gents can, if disposed to do so, aa- 
tagonize, nag, destroy, tear down, 
obstruct and raise the mischief gen- 
erally. They did this during the 
first session with democratic help. 
Now the democrats say they are 
through with such an unholy coali- 
tion, but even that will not stop the 
destructionists, if they are seeking 
reprisal for the recent punishmert 
administered to the four leaders. 

And yet the American voters 
have overwhelmingly repudiated the 
insurgents, and repudiated the hu- 
miliating administration defeats that 
a democratic-insurgent alliance 
threw into the teeth of the admin- 
istrative branch of government last 
winter and spring and summer. 

In the senate there is a formidable 
group of notables who will retire 
in March, but for the next three 
months they are legislating, despite 
the voices they heard in November. 
Most of them are good men, but the 
whole system by which they are 
permitted to legislate, after their 
defeat, is wrong. 

In the house there are 79 mem- 
bers who will retire on the 4th of 
March. Most of these have been 
defeated, although a few—possibiy 
a dozen—retire voluntarily. This 
group of lame duck congressmen 
will legislate for three months— 
and yet their own constituents have 
ruled them out’of congress, in all 
except the voluntary retirements. 

It is a system of ridiculous dis- 
regard of the fundamentals of pop- 
ular government. This government 
is a democracy. The gcevernment 
of Great Britain is a monarchy, 
and yet the latter is today in many 
respects more democratic than our 
government. British elections were 
also held this fall and in less than 
two weeks after the votes were 
counted the defeated legislators 
were out and the chosen legislators 
were in. That is keeping govern- 
ment close to the people, and mak- 
ing the will of the people imme- 
diately effective. It is a farce at 
popular representation to wait three 
months after their election to seat 
the members Of congress.

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Hemorrhoids or piles are varicose 
veins. Evolution, fatigue posture 
(particularly in sitting), and lack of 
physical education are three contri- 
buting causes of varicose veins in 
general and hemorrhoids in partien- 
lar. In an earlier talk I explained 
how the valveless hemorrhoidal veins 
drain directly into the valveless por- 
tal veins and thus anything that 
brings about portal congestion or e..- 
gorgement of the liver tends to bring 
on piles. 

Excessive eating, the habit of eat- 
ing too fast, which necessarily means 
gulping down unmasticated or ineom- 
pletely masticated food like a hog or 
a dog, insures such engorgement of 
the liver. But the hog has an advzen- 


fage over man in the matter of posi-} 


tion. The hog does his digesting in 
the horizontal position chiefly. The 
dog is in a better position to digest 
his feed than his master is, and the 
dog can digest even larger chunks of 
meat as he gulps them down unmas- 
ticated. Even civilized man muy 
make up time, if he is late for some- 
thing, by gulping his meat dog fash- 
ion, for meat will digest fairly weil 
without much mastication. But for 
the other forms of food—cereals, vez- 
etables and fruits—too much masci- 
cation is practically impossible. 
Study the cow, and remember she 
has an additional advantage over 
man, for on sober second thought she | 
chews her cud. Here I must. give 
credit where credit is due: The skiil- 
ful American dentist contributes 


when he rehabilitates broken duwn 
masticating machinery. 

Another common error which pre- 
disposes to hemorrhoids in q similar 
manner is the abuse of condiments. 
Just what constitutes the abuse of 
condiments is a question of opinion, 
and opinions differ about this, just 
as they do about what constitutes 
good health. If the ordinary concep- 
tion of good health is accepted as a 
criterion, then there is a reasonable 
allowance or ration of pepper, mus- 
tard, vinegar, cloves, ginger, pepper- 
mint and other’ substances which 
have no food value but impart zest 
or flavor or disguise the natural taste 
of the food. If the ideal 100 per 
cent health standard is taken as the 
criterion instead of this 70 per °2nt 
condition which ordinarily passes as 
good health, then none of these 2on- 
diments should be used in or on food. 
As a general observation, the abuse 
of eondiments varies inversely with 
the quality of the food and the char- 
acter of the cooking. This applies ro 
the restaurant and the home as well 
as the hot dog stand. If the palate 
requires tickling, if the taste or ap- 
petite requires stimulation, if the di- 
gestion requires a fillip, there is a

OKLAHOMA RAISES 
BIGGEST COTTON CROP 


Oklahoma City, Okla., December 7. 
A cotton crop of 1,408,000 bales, tne 
largest in the history of Oklahoma, is 
forecast for this year by the statistica, 
division of the state board of agricul- 
ture in the final production estimate 
issued today. 

“This stands as the largest cotton 
crop ever produced in the state exceed- 
ing the bumper year of 1920 by 72,- 
000 bales,” the estimate said. 

The total value of this year’s crop,

A total of 1,279,678 running bales 
had been ginned prior to December 1. 

“This is 771,614 bales more than was 
ginned by December 1, last year, and 
613,774 bales more than the total crop 
of 1923,” the report continued.

Publie curiosity continued until 
the trustees of the memorial embark- 
ed upon a policy of periodically ex- 
hibiting sections of the Morgan 
library in other public institutions. 
A display of rare American manu- 
scripts at the New York 
library last April and May was the 
first general public exhibition under 
the arrangement. 

Show Work of 150 Authors. _ 

The present exhibition will remain 
on view until March 1. It consists 
of original manuscripts, documents 
and letters of 150 British authors, 1n 
prose, poem and drawing, displayed 
in a half hundred cases and panels, 
All are eatalogued in sequence. From 
William Dunbar’s 15th century man- 
useript, ‘‘London, ‘Thou - Art the 
Flower of Cities All,” to Andrew 
Lang’s 20th century “Ode to Golf” 
and Rudyard Kipling’s “Verses .Writ- 
ten from Nicholson’s Almanac of 
Twelve Sports.” 

For days,. while the collection 
chosen by Mr. Morgan was being 
transferred from the memorial, the 
financier has been a daily visitor to 
the public library. Attendants said 
he had spent an hour or two there 
each day to assure himself that every 
specimen was gving into its proper 
place.

Shows Warrant for Bunyan. 

“And here we have the original 
warrant which kept John Bunyan in 
the jug while he wrote ‘Pilgrim's 
Progress.’ Mr. Morgan pointed to 
a heavily sealed document labelled 
“Warrant fer the arrest and imprison- 
ment of John Bunyan at Bedford. 
March 4, 1674.” 

Some of the names most noted in 
literature were represented by only 
a few specimens; others by scores. 
There were John Dryden’s Panegy- 
rical Poem Eleonora, dedicated to the 
memory of the Countess of Abingdon; 
the original essay concerning human 
understanding by John Luwcke;: a let- 
ter from Samuel Pepys to a nephew 
and a book of Pepys’ navy office ac- 
counts; Sir Isaac Newton’s notes for 
coin and coinage; a letter, in a dis- 
cuised hand and signed with the alias 
“Richard Sympson,” in which Jona- 
than Swift offered Gulliver’s Travels 
to a hesitant publisher 

Show How Pope Worked. 

There were the “Life of Alexander 
Pope,” by Samuel Johnson, and James 
Boswell’s own letters recording im- 
pressions of Dr. Johnson. There 
were Alexander Pope’s “Essay on 
Man,” and nineteen of his letters to 
Lady Mary Wortley, leader of Lon- 
don’s famous Coterie of Blue Stock- 
ings: Thomas Gray’s “QOdes.”’ the 
first book to be printed by the Straw- 
berry press; Edmund Burke's will, 
and a dozen of Robert Burns’ scrib- 
bled poems, with his later revision. 

“This shows how Pope worked.” 
commented Mr. Morgan, pointing to 
a manuscript of Epistle 1, “Essay on 
Man,” which contained so many de- 
letions, transpositions and insertions 
that it looked like an undecipherable 
maze of pen scratchings. ‘“‘After all, 
it takes some trouble to be a poet.” 

He later pointed to a manuscript 


of George Gordon Byron's works on 
display. The Morgan. yacht is “The 
Corsair.” 

Quotes Keats. 

When he came to the Joln Keats 
section, he quoted, without consult- 
ing the faded penmanship under ‘the 
glass lid, from Meg Merrillies as 
Keats wrote it in a letter to his sister 
Fanny:

(Certain twirlers who could 
never figure out why Cobb was able 
to hit their curve ball do not know 
to this day that in pitching the curve 
they had a peculiar little move that 
they did not have in pitching a fast 
or slow ball.

Often, when he was given credit for 
outguessing a pitcher he did not out- 
guess the pitcher’at all; he knew) 
every minute movement the man mace | 
in pitching; there was no guess!

He Solved White. 

Cobb sooner or later mastered 
every pitcher that he faced, It took) 
him some time to solve the delivery 
of certain men. | 

The piteher who gave Cobb the | 
most frouble for a while was “Doe” 
White. a star of the world champion 
Chicago White Sox in 1906. White 
was a tall, slender lefthander, a hard 
pitcher for any team to beat. Many 
batters had difficulty in batting 
against White, but of all the men 
he pitched to he found Cobb the 
easiest. In one game he struck Cobb 
out four times and in another, as has 
heen fold, he struck him out three | 
times in suecession and when if came | 
Cobb's turn at bat again Freddy 
Payne, second-string catcher, pineh- 
batted for Cobh. 

White pitched a ball that 
and it was this delivery that 
Cobb. The star batter of the league 
was lucky if he ever touched. White's 
drop ball. . Cobb would “break his 
hack” swinging at it.

Joss Bothered Him. 

The pitcher who had the most suc- | 
cess against Cobb was Addie Joss of | 
Cleveland. Addie died several vears 
azo but he is still remembered as one | 
of the great pitehers of baseball | 
Among his achievements was a no-' 
run, no-hit. no-man-reaching-first | 
Cobb batted against Joss in 25 | 
games and his average for those games | 
was 253. 

Carl Weilman of St. Louis, who | 
was just as tal] and just as thin as | 
Joss, was almost as difficult for Cobb. | 
This pitcher, who also has passed on, | 
was the most difficult man a Detroit | 
team ever faced. In one season he) 
beat Detroit eight times. His success | 
against other teams was not pro-| 
nounced but he could beat the Tigers | 
by “tossing his glove into the box.”

One of the hardest of all queries 
to answer is how to get rid of super- 
fluous hair’ on the face.

WILLIAM C. REICK. 


PUBLISHER. DIES 


New York, December 4% 
C, Reick, former owner of 
York Sun, Evening Sun 
Journal of Commerce and Commer- 
cial Bulletin, died here tonight. at 


the home of his daughter, Mrs. Henry 
S. Stearns, Jr., after an iliness which 
dated from a stroke of paralysis he 
suffered while in Bermuda in Octo- 
ber. 

Mr. Reick bought the majority of 
the stock of the New York Sun from 
the estate of the late William M. 
Lafannan on December 7, 1013. There 
he remained until 1916, when Frank 
A Munsey, then proprietor of the 
New York Press, purchased his in- 
terest. In 1921 Mr. Reick acquired 
control of the Journal ‘of Commerce 
and Commercial Bulletin, only to re- 
tire in 1923 because of ijl health. 

Prior to his purchase of the con- 
Reick was one of the principal owners 
of the New York ‘Times from 1517 
troliing interest in the Sun, Mr. 
to 1912 and president of the Public 
Ledger company of Philadelphia dur- 
ing che same period. 

Mr. Reick was born in PDhiladel- 
phia, September 29, 1864. He at- 
‘ended Harvard university for a short 
time and entered newspaper work 
at Philadelphia in 1885. He was edi- 
tor of the London and Paris editions 
of the New York Hierald during 1888 
and 1889, city editor of the same pa- 
per from 1889 to 1903 and president 
of the Herald company from 1903 to 
1906.

Hamlin Garland, the novelist, talk- 
ing before the New York Library 
club of Theodore Roosevelt, said Col- 
onel Roosevelt read to remember, 
whereas many persons read to for- 
get. Mr. Garland might nave added 
that ehoals of persons read to kill 
time, 

Colonel Roosevelt and men of like 
mental endowment are exceptional, 
inasmuch as they can read omniver- 
ously and widely, and have a great 
deal left with them of what they 
read. The average person could 
hope to assimilate but a small amount 
of the reading matter that Roosevelt 
devoured. 

That great numbers of persons read 
too much for their own good seems 
to be a fact. An! this does not mean 
the reading of novels alone. Even 
so-called serious reading can be 
overdone. Hlow does it avail a man 
to read scientifie books, bivgraphies, 
sociology and all the other ologies if 
he does not digest what goes into his 
brain? Far better for such persons 
if they would read Jess and think 
more, Skimming over the surface of 
books and never going into their 
depthe makes for superficial knowl- 
edge, 

As to novel reading, that can be-

as surely as it can with aleohol.

The readjng 
is SO easy, requires so little mental 
exertion, that the act of understand- 
ing becomes mecAanical, and has prae- 
tically nothing t> do with conscious 
mental effort. Read and understand 
(as well as remember _—— be the 
rule with readers. It is better to un- 
derstand some one thing well than 
Just to repeat words, after the may;- 
iner of a parrot.

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‘Government to Co-ops. 


‘Washington, December 7.—Still 
further improvement in agriculture for 
next year, with an increase in gross 
‘income for farmers of $500,000,000 
over last year, is predicted in the an- 
nual report of the department of agri- 
culture, signed by the late Secretary 
Wallace, and transmitted to the pres- 
ident by Secretary of Agriculture 
Gore. 

“Prospects are that the gross in- 
come from agricultural products in 
the United States for the crop year 
71924-1925 may reach approximately 


$12,000,000,009 compared with $11,-| 


500,000,009 in 1923-24 and $9.550,- 
000,000 in 1921-22,” the report states. 
Urges Care in Crops. 

It also expresses the strong oppo- 
sition of the‘late secretary to several 
movements, in congress and out, which 
would associate the government close- 
ly with development of cooperative 
marketing. His opinion is expected 
to have its weight with the special 
agricultura! commission studying this 
subject and with members of congress 


| Coolidge is a strong supperter of co- 


operative marketing. 

“Some converts to the cooperative 
movement urge that the government 
should proceed to organize the farm- 
ers in cooperative associations,” Wal- 
lace said.
